Aden, One of the Moot Strategic 
Points In the Far laet 

Aden, the unhappy gateway Into 
happy Arabia, la one of the foremost 
strategic points on England's trade 
route through the Ked do a to -India 
and the Far East it was the first 
stronghold on the Loudon Iudia route 
to withstand a severe attack by the 
Turks. One Arabian author says of 
the country behind Aden, that couutry 
known as Arabia Felix: 

‘Its inhabitants are nU bale and 
strong, sickueaa la unknown, nor are 
, there poisonous plants or animals; 
nor fools, nor blind people, and the 
women are ever young; the climate le* 
like paradise and one wears the same 
garment summer end winter/* 

Aden, however, where the British 
and 'Turkish forces met, enjoys noue 
of these advantages, catalogued as in¬ 
herent In Arabia Felix. Spread over 
its ragged hills of sun made ash and 
cinder, sweltering, gloomy and sinre 
lieved by vegetation, Aden Invites 
little attention In peace times. .“Aden 
Is a valley surrounded by the sen; Its 
climate 1* so bad that It turns wln% 
Into vinegar In the space of ten days,** 
complained one disappointed Arab 
traveller of the Middle Agea. 

And In the centuries since his visit 
the climate has not Improved. In 
spite of the terrible bent that gathers 
over Aden's valley and cllnga to Its 
low hills, sod Its lack of a good water | 
supply, the place maintains a repu 
tatlon of being a healthful place. Rock 1 
cisterns, cut in n deep gorge, bold the 
town's wster supply. 

The town is built on desolate vol¬ 
canic rocks that constitute a penin¬ 
sula near the entrance to the Red 
Sea. The Strait of Babel-Mandeb lies 
one hundred miles sway, and Aden 
Is the British Gibraltar toward the 
Indian Ocean that keeps an eternal 
vlgilancs over the safely of the rich 
British commerce that goes ttfis way 
The British captured and annexed the 
place on January 16. 1839, since which 
time they have made the place a moat 
emphatic fortress, one of the strong 
est anywhere In Southern Asia. 

Moucy and labor without atint have 
been expended there to make the city 
absolutely Impregnable from land and 
sen. Mssslve lines of defence, 
strengthened by a broad moat, guard 
the neck of the Isthmus, end these d+ 
fences .concesl powerful batteries. 
Turrets, hidden forts, mined ap 
proaches, bastions, towers, batteries 
magazines. mole batteries toward the 
■eas, mined harbors, great naval 
guns, obstruction piers, barracks, re 
doubt* in solid rock—all are elements 
in the British plan to guard this 
southern end of their Important trade 
rout* beyond all posslbl* chance of 
failure against superior and sustained 
attack. Aden may be last In mat 
tera of climate, but It l> among the 
first In matters of fortification. 

The narrow peninsula on which this 
queen of southern fortresses rears It¬ 
self Is only about fifteen miles In sir 
cuinference. It Is the bowl of an 'ex- 1 
tlnct volcano. The lofty hllla around 
ara the remain of the crater aides, 
and of these Bhein 8hem has an alti¬ 
tude of nearly 1 800 feet. All food and 
water for use on the peninsula has 
to be brought In from U| outside.

Haa Geography and Time *• Her Bide 
l In Winning the War 

Regarding Ureal Britain's share In 
the war, the Austrian Socialist organ, 
iht Art, citer Zellaag, says that Brit 
ish aoueorlpUon, even if It does no 
mure than secure the filling up of 
gape caused by losses, is yet of the 
highest significance for the continu¬ 
ance of the war. It must b« recog¬ 
nised that Crust Britain la carrying 
on the war as a land powar In a de¬ 
gree never before seen la any ooali 
lion wars In her history. 

The insurmountable barrier of the 
seas surrounding the country saves 
lur from spending strength In de¬ 
fending her own land. There is nu 
threatening foe to compel her to rush 
forces to the frontier. 

The British have time on their 
aide. The sea, to which they owe 
so much, permits Them to make good 
without any serious disadvantage the 
negligence in war preparations In 
the war Itself. It sven Increases 
their power. 

For wherever the strength of the 
enemy appears to be growing weak, 
there emerge* at drat a promise and 
then. In pan at least, as a reality, 
some of the hundreds of thousands 
of Kitchener's recruits to renew the 
enthusiasm of the war In the veins oi 
the entente. 

And so It la Great Britain which 
•plna tha threads, the endless threads 
of black misfortune which envelope 
ihe whole earth like a shroud, and 
R la due more to her favorable geo¬ 
graphical situation than to her de¬ 
termined persistency that Great Bri¬ 
tain la able to postpone the decision 
on the Continent.

Farmers Mulcted 
By Hog Buyers 


Look up Seed Potatoes Now 

Owing to the heavy losses In pota¬ 
toes by disease Iasi year, growers are 
advtseil by tbe Dominion department 
of agriculture to immediately reserve 
for seed purposes the quantity, and a 
little more to mnke allowance for fur¬ 
ther loeaes through rot, required for 
aeed purposes. These should ba hand- 
■elo®tsd tubers, sound and free from 
any sign of .*ot or decay, of uniform 
size and pure In variety They should 
be kept until planting time in a dark, 
well ventilated and cool place of etor- 
•ge. spread out in a layer not more 
than three potatoes deep. There can 
be little doubt that farmers who have 
a good quantity of sound seed potatoes 
on hand wUI obtain a high price for 
them when others begin to realize the 
scarcity of such seed. 


Mr. McColg Figures That They Suf¬ 
fered Nearly 100,000 In 

Season 

According to figures compllod from 
the outci.u blue books by Mr. Arcbn 
U McCuig, . t.P. for West Kent, ths 
tarmi-rs of Canada who raise bogs 
have beufcu mulcted to the extent o. 
*179.906 duriug the pavl season oy 
the operations of the hog buyer*. Ths 
modus operand! of tbe buyers ia to 
collect Horn the furuierx one-half of 
one per cent, of the purchase price, 
designating tl.c assessment aa being 
made for the expense of ' Inspection,*' 
while the government inspectors have 
been fully paid by the government 
self. 

According to official records, 1,795,* 
053 hogB wert purchased by the vari¬ 
ous abattoirs during the season, a 
large number of these being from 
Ontario farmers. Of these 4.007 were 
condemned. Allowing for the pay¬ 
ment In full fer ineee condemned 
hogs, which are used for other 
purposes, such as fcrtillxors, glue, 
etc., Mr. McColg allows that the farm¬ 
ers have been mulcted to tho extent 
of nearly flop,out! on one season's 
hogs ' He Is desirous of having the 
government itep in aud put an end to 
this “rake-off" on the part of tha 
buyers. 

Mr. McColg brought ths matter to 
the attention of Hon. J. D. liaxen, 
acting minister of agriculture, when 
parflamcnt waa In commutes on sup¬ 
ply. He asked as to the aerum treat¬ 
ment a« a preventive of cholera 
among hogs, siul a« to the payment of 
Inspectors and the collection of alleg¬ 
ed inspection fees by buyers. 

Hon Mr. flaxen replied that ha 
would go Into the matter with the 
member for West Kent at a later 
stage, when he would hav* the ad¬ 
vantage of consulting with th* vstar- 
1 nary general

CANADA NOW RECRUITING AT THE 
RATE OF A THOUSAN D MEN DAILY 

12S.UU0 MEN HAVE ALREADY BEEN SENT OVERSEAS 


AL.Hii.R1 A 
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Recrumng to Continue Until We Have Defeated Germany and 
Prutsianiim, and if Necessary Canada Will Send a 
Million Men to Save World's Civilization. 


1q a recent mien lew given to a 
correspondent or ibe Now York Times 
Major-General Sir Sam Hughes gives 
some Imerestlng facts concerning the 
work of recruiting He said in part: 

* So far 1 think. Canada has done 
her share *nd will keep right on to the 
finish We are recruiliug at the rate 
of a thousand men a day. We have 
sent 126,000 men overseas already and 
have 126.000 more ready to send as 
fast a# we can find ships to take them. 
That la the chief difficulty of our 
problem in Canada, getting the irane- 
portuuon for the men who are pre¬ 
pared and equipped to go. Of the 
186,000 who have gone to England 
60,000 are now In the trenches, and 
they are doing splendid work. There 
are no better troops than the Canad¬ 
ians in the war. Our losses so far 
have been approximately 10.000. 

**The entire Dominion is divided In¬ 
to ten militia districts. That is not a 
war measure, but a part of our old 
machinery for recruiting that has 
been In force for many years, and It 
has been adequate In the emergency 
of war We had 76,000 men In our 
regular militia before the war, but 
the law prohibited the government 
from sending that body of men. as 
such, out of the country, so we be¬ 
gan the organisation of the overseas 
expeditionary force, and the regular 
militiamen, for the most part, went 
from the stay-at-home troops over In¬ 
to the new forces, giving us an excel¬ 
lent nucleus for the fighting organise 
tion. This plan enabled us to equip 
and send across the Atlantic 33.000 
men in six weeks after the war be¬ 
gan Since then we have sent nearly 
100.000 more. 

**It has not been necessary to open 
new recruiting stations. The prelim¬ 
inary work of getting the men is car¬ 
ried on in each of the ten districts by 
the regimental or battalion organisa¬ 
tion of each province, and the re¬ 
sponse is so loyal and spontaneous 
that, as 1 have already told you. the 
new men are enlisting at the rate of a 
thousand a day for the entire Domin¬ 
ion. We have some difficulty in the 
problem of bousing them till we can 
get them abroad ship. All the avail¬ 
able srmorles are tin use as barracks; 
we have been obliged to hire a good 
many buildings and In some cases we 
are billeting the recruits In homes, 
which is an awkward thing to do. If 
we could only get the boats we could 
have a constant stream of well train¬ 
ed men going from Canada to where 
they would do the most good. Of 
course, the bulk of them ere infan 
try, but evsry arm of the service is 
represented In the Canada expedi- 
lion.** 

General Hughes shares the opinion 
of the rest of official Canada, as ex¬ 
pressed by Sir Robert Borden, the 
prime minister, and by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler. the opposition leader, that 
the war Is only In its early stages, 
that England has been obliged to de¬ 
vote the first two yeara of hostilities 
to getting ready. 

"This recruiting." he said, "Is go¬ 
ing to continue until we have defeated 
Germany and cruahed Prussia. There 
are In Canada 1.600,000 men of fight¬ 
ing age. that is. between 18 and 46— 
and they will all go If 
•d.” 

"Do you think It wilt be necessary 
CO call for men older than 46?" 

"No; we will have Germany thor¬ 
oughly trimmed before that time 
comes." 

“Has Canada any slackers?" 

‘Not many; not enough to Interfere 
with what we must do. The response 
Is very general everywhere, depend¬ 
ing, of course, somewhat, upon the In¬ 
dustrial conditions of any given local¬ 
ity. In factory towns, where manu¬ 
facturing plants are running overtime 
and calling for help In the work or 
getting out war munitions, we do not 
expect to get as many men In pro¬ 
portion to population as we do In the 
rural districts or In non-manufactur¬ 
ing communities But there Is noth 
Ing to complain about, and we cannot 
say that this or that element in the 
population is hanging back. The rich 
and the poor, the French and the Eng 
llsh Canadians, and even the Indians, 
are all coming out to help Canada and 
the rest of civilisation Many of the 
employers of labor in the country are 
giving their men leave of absence, 
with pay, to serve In the overseas 
forces, and nearly every woman and 
child In the Dominion la doing some¬ 
thing for the welfare of the men who 
are fighting or for the support of the 
families left at home. 

"What Canada Is doing Is raising 
a trained democratic army. Both of 
the adjectives I have used, trained 
and democratic, are of the utmost Im¬ 
portance In understanding this situa¬ 
tion Our strength, up to a million 
and three-quarters of men. If neces¬ 
sary. will be in a volunteer army of 
cltlsens, every man trained tn modern 
methods of warfare. And the lesson 
of all history Is that the democratic 


go If they are need- 


army, after It gets Its bearings, al¬ 
ways defeats the standing army of 
professionals. One-third of the army 
that won the battle of Waterloo was 
made up of farmers. We have farm¬ 
ers, fishermen, hunters. Indians, thou¬ 
sands of keen athletic young fellows 
from the cities and big student dele¬ 
gations from the universities—all the 
elements needed for the army that 
wins. 

"That la the soyt of an army that 
Canada and every other country should 
always have potentially, war or no 
war. 1 certainly do not believe in any 
form of compulsory servlce.^but 1 do 
believe tn universal, voluntary train¬ 
ing for all boys and young men by 
means of the cadfot system In the 
schools The youngsters should begin 
to get such training when they are 12 
years old and keep it up till they are 
18. I would advocate this If there 
were never to be another war. It 
would make good men out of the bad 
ones and better men out of the good 
ones." 

General Hughes' advocacy of the 
democratic army and the training of 
all the men of a nation for It Is based 
on the knowledge of his own exper¬ 
iences and the traditions of his fam¬ 
ily. His great-great-grandfather, with 
two sons, was killed at Waterloo, and 
another son was wounded there. His 
own son and two of bis brothers are 
officers in the Canadian army now in 
Europe, and his own life has been a 
blend of literary activities In times of 
peace and of fighting whenever Eng¬ 
land or Canada has had any llul* 
trouble to attend to. For example, he 
has been lecturer In English literature 
and history in Toronto Collegiate In¬ 
stitute and for twelve yeara he was 
proprietor and editor of a newspaper. 
On the other hand, he fought so well 
In South Africa that he attained high 
rank In the British army, and he has 
had various military experiences In 
minor uprisings. Then, to keep the 
balance between the civil and military 
parts of his career, he has been a 
member of the Canadian parliament 
since 1892. In 1911 he became minis¬ 
ter of militia In Sir Robert Borden's 
cabinet.

It might be stated, how¬ 
ever, that the entire Western Canada 
organisation of the Methodist church 
a behind the recruiting scheme, and Us 
long-reqchlng effectiveness Is already 
bearing much fruit

Depletion of Plant Food 
In 1914 the wheat production of 
Canada amounted to 168.223.000 bush¬ 
els—the average yield per acre being 
about 16.37 bushels. Allowing two 
pounds of straw as removed for every 
pound of grain, and taking the aver 
age analysis of wheat and straw, the 
following amounts of plant-food were 
'"removed from the soil daring* that 
year by the wheat crop alone: 

Nitrogen .800.000.000 pounds 

Phosphoric acid .. 96.000.000 pounds 

Potash .187,000.000 pounds 

WhUe the virgin soils of Western 
Canada, and especially the very deep 
rich eolle of Manltobe. continue for 
years—and In some cases for many 
years—to produce heavy yields even 
under continuous cropping, they sre 
If tills process gradually depleted, 
and as the supplies of plant food be¬ 
come reduced the signs of exhaustion 
will be manifested In decreasing 
returns. As a matter of fact this de¬ 
pletion Is already manifesting Itself.— 
Moose Jsw Times.

Yet 
the letters and papers which tbs pol 
les took possession of proved that 
he earned a livelihood for himself and 
his mother by wrttng articles on the 
latest fashions tn men's dress. 


Identifying Ropes In Navy 
Every rope used In the British 
naval service, from heaving line to 
hawser, wherever used on board ship 
or In dockyard, has woven Into one 
of Its strands, for purposes of Iden¬ 
tification. a colored thread.

Explosive bombs carried by 
the Zeppelin weigh 186 pounds and 
the Incendiary bombs about 20 
pounds each.

It Is no good pit¬ 
ting their poor bodies against mach¬ 
ine gune and trench mortars. How 
are tfiey to get through? Those 
shells ars going to see them through. 
(Cheers). The work you are doing 
here Is going to smash through to 
victory; and If you saw, as I did, 
row after row of these that ware 
Just waltng to be sent across as 
presents for the Kaiser—bow they 
cheer the hearts of our troops. They 
do not destroy life; they spare life 
Believe me, without these, thousands, 
scores of thousands, of the moet gal¬ 
lant men that ever left the shores of 
Britain would fall. With these they 
will not merely get through to vic¬ 
tory, but will come back rejoicing In 
victory (cheers), and 1 am so glad to 
know that you here, each one of you 
know that, realize It, and that you 
are putting the whole of your 
strength Into It.

The 
British workman la supplying the 
material which Is going to enabls 
os to win the victory that will de¬ 
stroy forsver the despotism of Prus¬ 
sian militarism and inaugurate a 
reign of freedom in Europe (Cheers). 

This war la going to make a dlf 
ferencs In the Ilfs of this country and 
of the world, a difference for better 
or for wofae which you cannot ealeu 
late. This is one of those moments 
In the history of the world when It 
takes a plunge downwards or a flight 
upwards. Which It takes depends 
not upon our soldiers alone; It de¬ 
pends upon our workmen also. I 
can see now the difference which it 
Is making tn Britain. In the old days 
the hustler was regarded as an alien 
enemy, who had come to this country 
to steal ths bread of the easy going 
Briton; but we have discovered that 
the bustler Is a British-born subject 
living among us. John Bull was gat 
ting soft, flabby, fat, and Indolent 
He was Just slouching along. Then 
the war came, and now his tissues are 
as firm as ever; he Is alert, vigorous, 
and strong; be Is hitting hard, and la 
going to work bis way through to 
victory. John Bull la young again; 
tha war has rejuvenated him 
(Cheers). I see before me 2.000 men 
who mean business, (here are a mil¬ 
lion more outside and more than a 
million In France and elsewhere 
overseas waiting for munitions. I 
know you will not disappoint them 
They ars gallant and brave fellows 
Theirs the discomfort, theirs the 
danger, theirs, too often, the sacrifice 
Put forth the whole of your strength 
as yon sre doing today, and their 
sacrifice will not be In vain.

PRINT AND CIRCULATE PATRIOTIC BELGIAN PAPER 


Patriotic Belgians Laugh at German Invaders' Threats and Wait 
Patienlly for the Day of Vengeance* When the Bosches 
^ill Be Driven From Their Country 


Another "Voyage of the Sunbeam 1 * 

Lord Brassey has placed at the dis¬ 
posal of the government of India hla 
steam yacht Sunbeam, which was al¬ 
to utilised for the same purpoae last 
autumn In the Mediterranean 

There can be very few yachts la 
commission which have seen so much 
active service as the 8unbeam, for 
It must be more than forty yeara 
since the first Lady Brassey made 
the ship a household word by her 
account of a voyage round the world 
In It. A few yeara ago. It will be re¬ 
membered, lb# gallant old yacht was 
entered for a Transatlantic race for 
tailing yachts, and made quite a 
good showing among the younger 
and larger boats, though not the first 
to reach the goal. 

The ataunch old boat now fitted 
with steam, though retaining her 
masts and spars for sailing, paid a 
visit to Montreal harbor four or 
live years ago. under the command 
of her noble master, who is a prop¬ 
erly qualified eea captain. 


Austrian Given Two Yeara 
Commander Whalley, while stop^ 
ping at one of the principal Paris 
hotels, recently overheard a waiter. 
Ouillaume Mctx. telephoning friends; 
"Good news, desr friends, the Aus¬ 
trians have taken Mount Lovcen." 
Commander Wballey reported the In 
cldent to the ministry of marine and 
an Investigation ahowed that Metx 
had obtained a permit to reside In 
Paris by giving his birthplace as Lux¬ 
emburg. whereas It was Aix-la-Chap- 
ells; for this offence the waiter was 
courtmarttailed and sentenced to two 
years imprisonment. 


Must Not Feed Germans 
Polish organisations In ths Unit¬ 
ed States having approached the 
British government to permit pro¬ 
visions and clothing to enter Poland 
for the inhabitants of the districts 
devastated by the war. Sir E. Grey 
baa replied that It Is Impossible to 
discuss such an arrangement until 
Germany and Austria havo prohibit¬ 
ed the export of all foodstuffs from 
Russian Poland, and have guaran 
teed that native stocks of foodstuffs 
■hall not be drawn upon to feed the 
occupying armies.

General von Biasing la finding 
that the Belgians are not the "tup- 
rlclous children" he fondly supposed 
Eluding his army of spies an<! defy* 
ing bis hordes of pollcs, fervent pat¬ 
riots conduct a spirited if secret cam¬ 
paign. like that of the "Black Hand,'' 
against the German tyrants. 

Despising the Germanised Belgian 
papers which seek to divide their 
ranks, the patriots print and circu¬ 
late secretly a patriotic paper, the 
contents of which made German of¬ 
ficials ravs in impotent anger and 
send German spies feverishly into 
cafes, shops, offices, and ths homes 
of the suspect. 

There are Belgians who fear the 
Germans, but many more fear tbe 
vengeance of the patriots, who' re¬ 
cently showed their will and energy 
In tracking down tbe betrayer of 
Nurae Cavell and striking him dead 
at his own door. 

In the towns and villages of Bel¬ 
gium the following proclamation la 
prominently posted: 

"Whoever within the territory gov¬ 
erned by tbe governor general Is 
found guilty of suspected Incendiar¬ 
ism, causing an inundation, attacks 
on or resistance to the representa¬ 
tives of German civilian or military 
authorities, will be punished by 
death, or, if extenuating ftrcum- 
•tances are proved, by ten or twenty 
years' penal servitude. Whoever 
spreads false rumors In regard to 
tho German army or of so called 
victories by tbe allies, or stirs up a 
rebellion, or Instigates soldiers to art 
contrary to their military duties, will 
be punished by five years' Imprison 
meat. 

But the patriots laugh st these 
threats and wait patiently for the 
day of vengeance. 

Everywhere In Belgium Germans 
are buying or commandeering goods 
and stock, which they ssnd to Ger 
many. While the food eent by Amer¬ 
ica Juat keeps the Belgians from 
starving, the Germane buy up at 
their own prices food produced by 
the Belgians themselves. Especially 
are they keen on acquiring horses. 

One Belgian farmer was ordered 
to sell a really An«* horse for $100 
Loath to pan with tbe valuable ani¬ 
mal. the Belgian tried subterfuge, 
protesting that the horse was un 
suitable for military purposes, as It 
suffered from defective eyesight 
n that caae we will give you only 
840." said the German buyer, and the 
horse changed hands st that price. 

A patriotic Belgian dentist had a 
similarly disconcerting experience. 
A Orman officer afflicted with tooth¬ 
ache came to him for treatment, and 
the eight of the suffering Hun ap¬ 
pealed to the patriotic Instincts .of 
the dentist, who pleaded that he had 
no time for a consultation. 

Shortly afterward* he received an 


official message ordering him to be 
In hla consulting room at asvra 
o'clock. Promptly on the hour the 
victim of toothache and two other 
officers prepared Tbe patient look 
the dental chair, and bis comrades, 
drawing their revolvers, threatened 
the unfortunate dentist with instant 
death If ho inflicted unnecessary 
painl 

As the use of all firearm* by Bel¬ 
gians is forbidden throughout ths 
country, German officers have con¬ 
fiscated sporting guns, formed bat¬ 
tues. and in some cases offered the 
game et fabulous prices to the real 
owners of the preserves. 

Fines simply shower on the u» 
lucky Belgians. An unguarded word 
In a cafe, a sharp retort to a soldier, 
an "Insulting' glance at an officer, 
and the offenders are promptly ar¬ 
rested and as promptly fined 

A young Belgian girl sent a lettee 
to a friend, making us* of ths phrases 
"When thesa murderers are gone** 
and "Anyone who Is not a patriot is 
a Boche!" 

■The letter being Intercepted, she 
waa arrested and heavily fined. 

"Why do you call ua Boches?" ask> 
ed tbe oommandant petulantly. 

"Why. because you ere ^Bochee.* 
retorted the young girl spiritedly. 
"You look like ’ Bochee, you spesk 
like Boches, and you art like Bodies ** 

"Tag a good mind to send you to 
Germany." said the angry command¬ 
ant 

"Where the Boches come from?* 
asked the girl pleasantly. 

She waa doubly fined, but. as she 
told her friends afterwards "It was

Six cars of the best quality of 
timothy seed that has been on 
the Toronto Market for years 
recently arrived from the prov¬ 
ince of Alberta says the govern¬ 
ment seed branch. Partically all 
this seed is bold and plump in 
berry, bright in color and re¬ 
markably free from impurities. 
Some of it unfortunately, was 
considerably hulled, due to over- 
ripeness before being cut and to 
standing too long in stook before 
being threshed. 

Farmers in the prairie prov¬ 
inces, who have land that ia 
naturally too rich and too moist 
mature cereal grains, would do 
well to take up the production of 
timothy seed on an extensive 
scale. Six cars of timothv seed 
is a very small part of the re¬ 
quirements of theToronto market 
The duty on timothy seed im¬ 
ported from the United States 
amounts to 17J per cent If the 
prairie provinces will produce 
from 500 to 600 cars of timothy 
seed per year, this will go far 
towards curtailing the importing 
into Canada of seed grown in 
the Mississippi valley on land 
valued from $75 to $150 per acre.

The average cow that freshens 
in the spring begins her year's 
work with a serious handicap. 
She does if she is poor in flesh, 
and the cow that is dry during 
the winter or a stripper is apt to 
be. for a low production or no 
production does not prompt good 
feeding. Good, clover hay and 
fodder com will bring a dry cow 
up to her period of freshening in 
pretty fair condition, but wild or 
timothy hay and com stover will 
not. 

It is now generally recognized 
among farmers who'make a study 
of their cows that good feeding 
during a dairy cow’s six weeks 
or two months of rest is as pro¬ 
fitable or even more so .than at 
any other time. The flesh a good 
dairy cow lays on at that time will 
be converted into milk later. Her 
milk Bow will be larger and l(cr 
test will be higher when she 
freshens, if she is in first-class 
condition. 

Shortage of feed, the rush of 
of spring woi k and the temptation 
to turn the cows oh the pasture 
before there is feed there for 
them are all to the disadvantages 
of the cow that freshens in the 
spring. Whatever may be the. 
portion of the rest of the cows 
and stock, it will pay to feed the 
cow well that is soon to freshen. 
Not only a low milk production 
and a weak calf follow poor feed¬ 
ing at this time, but after birth

C. Naumoff estimated that the rise 
In the price of necessities has been 
67 per cent. In Russia, as compered to 
70 per cent. In Oermany. Emphasising 
the need of good transportation faclll- ( 
tSgg to help the food situation, ths naw 
minister said that there Is stored si 
Akmollnak, Siberia, stocks of cereals 
sufficient to supply European Russia 
for two year*. Ha recommended the 
construction of a 200 -mlle railway 
from Kokshetavaska to Petropavlosk 
to link this region with the trunk lines 
of the Siberian railway. 

By ths employment of prisoners of 
war. refugees and soldiers. C. Naumoff 
said, over a million hands will be 
available shortly In Russia for agri¬ 
cultural purposes.

Rotation of Crops 


Sequence of Annual Crops Neceeeery 

to Rootoro tho Soli to its Original 
Fortuity 

Some Interesting experiments have 
been carried out In Saskatchewan In 
connection with what la called the 
"Sequence of Annual Crops," one r* 
ault of which la to Uluitrate clearly 
that to grow a crop of wheat lakes 
immensely more nutriment out of the 
soil than does the growing of any 
other crop. 

In considering the Influence of the 
preceding crop on the yield of wheat, 
tbe following results are given for the 
year 1916: 

Wheat after wheat.24 bn 611b 

Wheat after flax.27 bu. 61b 

Wheat after peas.32 bu. 7 Tb 

Wheat after potatoes.33 bu. 26lb 

Wheat after corn..34 bu. 441b 

Wheat after fallow.38 bu. 32lb 

Similarly, the yield of every other 
kind of grain waa found to he lighter 
when following a crop of wheat on the 
same ground, than in following any 
other grain. Spring rye after wheat• 
yielded 24 bushels. 3841b, after peas.: 
20 bushels. 1641 b, and upwards until 
alter fallow It yielded 34 bushels, I 
1141b. Potatoes after wheat yielded 
168 bushels, 4 41 b. after flax, 222 bush¬ 
els. 681b. and Increasing quantities • 
after each kind of grain until potatoes 
after tallow yielded 244 bushels, 601b. 
Barley after wheat yielded 29 bushels.' 
4641b, after peas 30 buahela, 101b, 1 
and In increasing proportion until af-; 
ter fallow It yielded 38 bushels. ! 
1341b Flax after wheat yielded 19 i 
buahela. 37 tb, after peas, 23 bushels. 
3841b. and a yet larger yield of . 
each grain; but flax on fallow ground 1 
yielded 21 buahela 3441b. 

In occasional Instances tbe results 
were subject to special Influences In 
the way of heat, moisture, frost, etc.,! 
which caused alight variation In the 
regularity of the result*, but wher¬ 
ever conditions were farlly uniform 
during the two lessons, the results 
uniformly showed that It required 
greater effort (ao to apeak) upon tbe | 
part of tbe toll, to produce a crop of 
wheat than of any other grain or of 
any roots and that the Sequence of. 
Annual Crops afforded the best avail-1 
able method of restoring the toll, la 
due course to Its original fertility.

The Boys' and Girls* Club# 

One of the most valuable and Inter¬ 
esting organization and educational 
movements started and supervised by 
the U.8. department of agriculture, la 
the boys’ and girls’ dubs throughout 
the agricultural sections of this coun¬ 
try. In the southern states 110,000.000 
boys and girls were enrolled during 
19)6. Of the 60,000 boys, many were 
Interested In soil Improvement and In 
pig and poultry raining The 60,000 
girls were enrolled In ths canning 
clubs. In the northern and western 
states there were 160,000 boys and 
girls enrolled In various clubs The 
leading projects were the growing of 
corn, potatoes, garden and canning 
work. Aside from the educational 
value of this work the social and econ¬ 
omic co operation resulting from these 
clubs !• beyond all valuation. 


The Modern Way to Ship Livestock 
to Markst 

The live stock shipping associa¬ 
tions, common In Minnesota and Wls 
constn. are cooperative Institutions 
of uuusual merit. They substitute 
for the old local buyer system, a 
system of handling stock that resulte 
in I an actual saving In necessary ex¬ 
penses amounting to forty or nrty 
dollars a carload. This saving la 
entirely outside of any profits that 
the local buyer might take. It Is 
quite Impossible for a local buyer 
to complet with n shipping assoc la 
tlon. 

There are approximately 200 »l 
these associations In Minnesota, and 
B0 far as we know, says A. I). Wil¬ 
son, director of the extension divi¬ 
sion of the Minnesota college of agri¬
